 provision of evaluation services;  

 fostering productive parent involvement;  

 facilitation of school to work partnerships;  

 advancement of educational research, promotion/protection of beneficial legislation; 

 outstanding public advocacy. 

 Nominees may be professionals, parents, and/or educators.  

 Staff members currently employed by or on contract with the Department of Public Instruction 

are not eligible to be nominated. 

 No nominations will be considered without the nomination packet. 

 Posthumous nominations are not accepted. 

 Prior recipients are not elgible to be re-nominated
